The war has already 
lasted long enough to 
produce in Great Britain 
some profound changes of 
thought about politics. 
Much that seemed all- 
important before the war 
has dwindled into com- 
parative insignificance. 
Values are altered; con- 
ventional party catch. 
words drop into disuse; 
glib generalisations yield 
to the necessity of action. 
Words which once set 
parties to quarrelling have 
ceased to charm or to 
antagonise. 

One such word is ‘“‘soc- 
ialism.” The war has rob- 
bed the word of both its 
fascination and its. ter- 
rors. A war Government 
has rushed through a 
“social revolution” at a 
quicker pace than had 
been dreamed of by the 
Socialist Sir Stafford 
Cripps in his most revolu- 
tionary moments. In every 
sphere of social life Con- 
servative ministers, not 
less eagerly than Social- 
ist, by a wave of the de- 
partmental wand, have 
taken drastic measures 
that once would have been 
condemned as ‘‘socialist.’”’ 

This is no argument for 
or against the socialist 
method, This wartime ex- 
perience simply shows 
that socialism is not an 
end-all or be-all in itself, 
but is simply a method of 
getting things done. It has 
shown that it is the things 
done that matter, the 
method being Socialist or 
otherwise according to 
the time and the circum- 
stances—often the only 
method in wartime, 
wheréas it may be one of 
two alternative methods 
in peacetime.

He was a Pole who had just arrived in England 


after a desperate escape 


from Nazi-ridden Poland 


by a secret route through German-occupied territor- 


ies. 


“Just before | left several 
weeks ago,” he said, “! saw a 
guerilla band ambush and 
slaughter a German transport 
unit near a_i village in the 
South-West of the ‘General 
Government.’ 

“When the Nazis heard of the 
transporl’s fate they rushed a 
regiment of infantry to the scene 
of the ambush, They shot every 
man on the spout, no matter what 
his age. 

“Then they set fire to all house 
in the district and turned machine- 
guns on women and children a: 
they tried to get out. 

“Only three women escaped out 
of the whole population—and they 
considered themselves unlucky. 

“This was no unusual occur- 
rence,” continued the Pole. “For 
weeks on end there would be not 
one day in which no serious acts 
of subotage occcurred. In my dis- 
trict shots were to be heard in 
the woods every night Next 
morning German soldiers would 
be delivered to hospitals or mor- 
tuaries. 


Reprisals 


“Every act of sabotage or gueril- 
a warfare was followed by hor- 
rible reprisals on the part of the 
Germans, 

“In one district a train car- 
rylng, among other things, ex- 
plosives and steel flasks filled 
with gas, wae deralied. Great 
damage was caused, and 150 
young Poles were arrested in 
the nearest village Immediately 
afterwards. 

“They were charged with sabot- 
age and executed at once.” 

According to the “Sunday 
Chronicle’s” first-hand informant 
the Nazi authoritles have become 
| s0 worried at the shooting of Ger- 
mans and the ambushing of Ger- 
man transports, that they recent- 
ly issued new orders for dealing 
with sabotage.

“Doctors and nurses buried 
beneath the wreckage were 
rescued and, cut, 
bleeding, forgot their own 
juries in treating patients.

FLEW OVER 
GERMANY 
WITH CZECH 
SECRETS 


The secret of the mys- 
terious aeroplane which 
landed at Croydon on the 
evening before the Ger- 
mans entered Prague two 
years ago has at last been 
revealed. 

When the German detachments 
on the evening of March 15, 1939, 
invaded the Czechoslovak Re- 
public there was an historic scene 


in the General Staff building in 
Prague. 


Escape In A Storm 


One of the high officers of the 
Czechoslovak army had to de- 
cide what to do with the state's 
valuable documents and __ files, 
which it was thought would be 
of great value to any western 
countries threatened by Germany, 

At length 11 officers of the 
Czechoslovak Intelligence Ser. 
vice were told to get thls valu- 
abile material out of the coun- 
try at alf costs. 

The job was not a simple 
one. There was danger not only 
for the officers but also for 
their families, who would cer- 
tainly fall into the hands of 
the Germans the next day. 

A heavy storm was raging 
over Prague. But they had to 
take off as 
Their aeroplane climbed as hivh 
‘as possible, because orders had 
been given by the Germans for- 
bidding aeroplanes to take off. and 
threatening to fire on any which 
disobeyed. 


’ Germans’ Search 


| The aeroplane left Bohemia and 
flew west over Germany. Here 
the storm was even worse, and 
|from time to time the aernolane 
was driven miles out of its 
direction. 

As darkness fell searchlights 
began to sweep the skies, and the 
aeroplane was picked up in the 
beams.

Their policy has been to placate, to try to 
cajole by talk of collaboration and the ‘essential role .

sure) the mask could be thrown off and France dis- 
posed of in accordance with the intention in black 


and white in Hitler’s book, 


“Mein Kampf”, which we 


have not forgotten—‘“Il faut abattre la France”

This action has duped no one. 
The papers are filled with lies of 
German propaganda that no one 
pays any altention to. Paris and 
the whole of occupied France are 
one hundred per cent, de Gaulle. 
How much longer will the Ger- 
‘mans be able to pretend they do 
not see the solid hatred of them? 

The other day on the Boulevard 
St. Michel, when a German 
patrol stopped . for a moment, 
students at a cafe began to sing 
Chopin’s Dead March. They were 
‘orderly and not singing too loudly. 
The. students, by the way, now 
flock ‘to the’ Cafe Lutece. Lutece 
was the capital of “la Gaule” — 
the allusion is obvious. They 
used ‘to carry long thin sticks, 
or “gaules,” but as these ¢ould 
be designated as cs arms 
they were prohibited. 


French people

de Gaulle’s men in London. It 
ig on well-known popular march 
and cannot be objected to, Speak- 
ing of Lorraine, the Lorraine 
cross has been something of a 
rage, seen everywhere, Even the 
German soldiers, in ignorance of 
its significance, buy Lorraine 
crosses to send home. 

Over-applauding in the cinemas 
has given way to fils of mass 
coughing when a_ German pro- 
paganda film  displeases. The 
German in a Paris shop has a bad 
time in making himself under- 
stood, even though he may speak 
French fluently. He is made to 
repeat a dozen times the name of 
any article he wants. His money 
| doesn’t talk: it's as false as he is. 
The German women have a 
,worse time. They are almost 
openly laughed at because of 
{their inability to look “chic.” “I 
never shall look chic,” said one 
of these gawky German women, 
in a moment of candour and 
envy. “Oh yes you will,” said 
the shop girl. And leaning across 
the counter she almost hissed, 
“Quand tu sera crevee” (When 
you're dead.) 

The nine o'clock curfew is 
slightly less rigorously enforced. 
When patrols marched through 
'some of the obscure streets in 
Montmatre flower pots fell off 
window sills. One’ patrol, in a 
rough quarter, was pounced on 
and downed to a man and sound- 
ly beaten, _The Germans said 
little about this for obvious 
reasons, 

But this sort of thing cannot 
go on for long. The German 
will be pushed to use force and 
show his hand, That is what he 
fears. The storm is brewing all 
right.

The war has already 
lasted long enough to 
produce in Great Britain 
some profound changes of 
thought about politics. 
Much that seemed all- 
important before the war 
has dwindled into com- 
parative insignificance. 
Values are altered; con- 
‘ventional party catch- 
“words drop into disuse; 
glib generalisations yield 
to the necessity of action. 
Words which once set 
parties to quarrelling have 
ceased to charm or to 
antagonise. 


One such word ‘is ‘‘soc- 
jalism.”’ ‘he war has rob- 
bed the word of both its| 
fascination and its ter- 
rors. A war Government 
rushed through a 
“social revolution” at a 
quicker pace than had 
been dreamed of by the 
Socialist Sir Stafford 
Cripps in his most revolu- 
tionary moments. In every 
sphere of social life Con- 
servative ministers, not 
less eagerly than Social- 
ist, by a wave of the de- 
wand, have 
taken drastic measures 
that once would have been 
condemned as ‘‘socialist.”’ 

This is no argument for 
or against the socialist 
method. This wartime ex- 
perience simply shows 
that socialism is not an 
end-all or be-all in itself, 
but is simply a method of 
getting things done.

A BEARDED man limped into the London offi- 
ces of the “Sunday Chronicle” recently and asked to 


see the Editor. 


He was a Pole who had just arrived in England 
after a desperate escape from Nazi-ridden Poland 
by a secret route through German-occupied territor- 
ies. , 


“Juet before | left several 
weeks ago,” he said, ‘| saw a 
guerilla band ambush and 
slaughter a German transport 
unit near ai village in the 
South-West of the ‘General 
Government.’ 

“When the Nazis heard of the 
transport’s fate they rushed a 
regiment of infantry to the scene 
of the ambush, They shot every 
man on the spot, no matter what 
his age, : 

“Then they set fire to all house» 
in the district and turned machine- 
puns on women and children ar 
they tried to get out. 

“Only three women escaped out 
of the whole population—and they 
considered themse'ves unlucky. 

“This was no unusual occur- 
rence,” continued the Pole. “For 
weeks on end there would be no' 
one day in which no serious acts 
| of sabotage occcurred. In my dis- 
trict shots were to be heard in 
the woods every night. Next 
morning German soldiers would 
be detivered to hospitals or mor- 
tuaries. 


Reprisals 


“Every act of sabotage or gueril- 
la warfare was followed by hor- 
rible reprisals on the part of the 
Germans, 

“tn one district a train car- 
rylng, among other things, ©x- 
plosives and steel flasks filled 
with gas, was derailed. Great 
damagq was caused, and 150 
young Poles were arrested In 
the nearest village Immediately 
afterwards. 

“They were charged with sabot- 
age and executed at once.” 

According to the “Sunday 
Chronicle’s” first-hand informant 
the Nazi authorities have become 
so worried at the shooting of Ger- 
mans and the ambushing of Ger- 
;man_ transports, that they recent- 
ly issued new orders for dealing 


with sabotage, 


Blind Injustice

of villages nearest to the scenes of 
“accidents” are made “collective'y 
responsible” at courts-martial 
formed on the spot at a moment’s 
notice, i

The war has already 
lasted long enough to 
produce in Great Britain 
some profound changes of 
thought about politics. 
Much that seemed all- 
important before the war 
has dwindled into com- 
parative insignificance. 
Values are altered; con- 
ventional party  catch- 
words drop into disuse; 
glib generalisations yield 
to the necessity of action. 
Words which once _ set 
parties to quarrelling have 
ceased to charm or to 
antagonise. 


One such word is ‘“soc- 
ialism.” he war has rob- 
bed the word of both its 
fascination and its ter- 
rors. A war Government 
has rushed through a 
“social revolution” at a 
quicker pace than had 
been dreamed of by the 
Socialist Sir Stafford 
Cripps in: his most revolu- 
tionary moments. In every 
sphere of social life Con- 
servative ministers, not 
less eagerly than Social- 
ist, by a wave of the de- 
partmental wand, have 
taken drastic measures 
that once would have been 
condemned as “socialist.” 

This is no argument for 
or against the socialist 
method. This wartime ex- 
perience simply shows 
that socialism is not an 
end-all or be-all in itself, 
but is simply a method of 
getting things done. It has 
shown that it is the things 
done that matter, the 
method being Socialist or 
otherwise according to 
the time and the circum- 
stances—often the only 
method in wartime, 
whereas it may be one of 
two alternative methods 
in peacetime. 

Undoubtedly when the 
war is over the strong 
hand of the State will re- 
lax its pressure, and pri-

A BEARDED man limped into the London offi- 
ces of the “Sunday Chronicle” recently and asked to 


see the Editor.

He brought a grim story of how a militarily 


“Just before t teft severa) 
wecks ago,” he said, “I saw a 
gueriila band ambush and 
slaughter a German transport 
unit near a village in the 
South-West of tho ‘General 
Government.’ 

“When the Nazis heard of the 
transport's fate they rushed a 
regiment of infantry to the scene 
of the ambush. They shot every 
man on the spot, no matter what 
his age. 

“Then they set fire to all houses 
in the district and turned machine- 
guns on women and children a: 
they tried to get out. 

“Only three women escaped out 
of the whole population—and they 
considered themseives unlucky, 

“This was no unusual occur- 
rence,” continued the Pole. “For 


weeks on end there would be no! 
one day in which no se€rious acts 
of sabotage occcurred. In my dis- 
trict shots were to be heard in 
the woods every night. Next 
morning German soldiers would 
be delivered to hospitals or mor- 
tuaries, 


Reprisals 


“Every act of sabotage or gueril- 
la warfare was followed by hor- 
rible reprisals on the part of the 
Germans. 

“In one district a train car- 
rylng, among other things, ex- 
plosives and steel flasks filled 
with gas, was deralied. Great 
damage was caused, atd 160 
young Poles were arrested in 
the nearest village Immodiately 
afterwards. 

“They were charged with sabot- 
age and executed at once.” 

According to the “Sunday 
Chronicle's” first-hand informant 
the Nazi authorities have become 
so worried at the shooting of Ger- 
mans and the ambushing of Ger- 
man transports, that they recent- 
‘ly Issued new orders for dealing 
with sabotage.

of 23,000 roared its approval, In 
the eighth round a short right to 
the jaw put Baer down for “nine” 
and another right cross once again 
deposited him on the canvas. He 
wis soon up, but was in such a 
dazed state, with one eye almost 
closed and his face like pulp, that 
the referee intervened, 

Baer's effort in the fourth 
round, in which he suddenly lash- 
ed out and, with a tiger-like snarl 
on his face went after Nova with 
both arms tlailing, almost brought 
him success. Nova, wilting in the 
face of such an onslaught sagged 
to the canvas when caught by a 
flurry of blows to the head and 
body. He rose quickly, however, 
and fought back strongly to finish 
the round in good style. 

By his performance Nova show- 
ed that he is made of champion- 
ship stuff, especially when he 
cume back to snatch victory from 
what looked to be defeat. What 
he lacked in punching power he 
made up for by his youth anc 
cleverness. 


To Meet Louis 


It is extremely doubtful, how- 
ever, whether Nova would 
any better against Louis than the 
other heavyweights who have 
tried to wrest the title from the 
negro, Whatever the result when 
he squares up to Louis. later in the 
\y year, probab!y in September, Nova 
will have thoroughly earned his 
chance, - 

He has shown ‘great courage jn 
overcoming obstacles that . have, 
cropped up.at.a vital time in his 

career, . After the battering he 
received at.the hands of Tony.
